Farmers and other landowners, oor in arithmetic, stait 40,000 


forest fires in the United States each year. 


Forest fires and arithmetic, at first glance, seem to have little in 


common. But, they do! 
we'll call “Bill Jones.” 

Bill Jones raises cotton. Next 
to kis cotton field is a woodlot. 
Last spring Bills grandfather 
told him the best way to get rid 
of boll weevils was to burn the 
Bill decided to try out 
“grandpa’s theory.” 

The result? 

Bill Jones needlessly destroyed 
a timber crop he could have sold 
for cash or used in building and 
making repairs about his farm. 
Worse yet, he destroyed little 
trees that would have produced 
future crops. Bill Jones still has 
boll weevils in his cotton field, 
too. He learned later from the 
county agent that few, if any 
boll weevils winter in the woods. 


woods. 


Chiggers Still Around 
Poor arithmetic? Yes, but 
this farmer has learned his les 
son. Next year, instead of burn- 
ing his woods, he will burn up 
his old cotton stalks, where boll 


weevils actually are found and | 


can be destroyed. 


Take the case of an anonymous farmer 


the old legend about forest fires 


destroying chiggers. The chig- 


gers are still around today, but 


it will be many years before Ed’s 
woodlot, now blackened and 
charred, will produce a cash 
crop of pulpwood or sawlogs. 


Sign of Poor Farming 


Other farmers and landown- 
ers like Bill Jones and Ed Smith 
fail to count the cost when they 
set fire to their woods to “green 
up” forage for cattle or to un- 
cover oak and beech mast tor 
razorback hogs. Others simply 
strike a match to their wood- 
lands to “clean up litter on the 
forest floor,” or to “burn out the 
snakes,” 

Today, trees are a crop, Just 
like cotton, corn and _ tobacco. 
Setting fire to the woodlot is 
just as foolish and just as waste- 
ful as lighting a match to a field 
of corn or cotton.
